Much of the land is already 
in the hands of private individuals, 
and undoubtedly that which still re- 
mains will be taken up by settlers as 
soon as the plans arc made known, 
but the government will require pledges 
that the co^t of the reclamation will be 
refunded according to tlie provisions 
of the law. 


The irrigation bureau of the geolog- 


ical survey will encounter many com- 
plications and legal difficulties in se- 
ci'.ring reservoir sites and rights of 
wa3% and the ripariar Jaws of several 
states must be observed in ever}" par- 
ticular. The agents of the government 
understand that the reclamation scheme 
is still in tlie experimental slate and 
have bean proceeding with the great- 
est caution in order that the first step 
may be successful and attended by no 
senou§ errors. In selecting locations 
the first consideration is to insure a 
return of the costs of construction to 
tli.,1 government, which depends entire- 
ly upon the availability of the land for 
cultivation and the disposition of set- 
tlers to own or occupy it. They will 
not venture upon any estimate or pre- 
diction a? to the time required, to com- 
plete the five projects mentioned. They 
iiiKSt feel their way, and 'modify their 
plans as difficulties flinl obstacles may 
develop.
